And thele are the ſteps the ad- 
verſfarics of our Religion uſe to tread, who thirſting after Eng/and, 
labour firſt to bring us back to Rome,by ſtriving to make qur ſclves hate 
our own Religion, and leave that God which brought us qut. ef 'the 

Land of «£gypr, bewitching us with gloriavs Idolatry of the golden 
Calvs of Rome,introducing ignoranceand dlindnes,that wemay when 
our eyes are out, patiently grind inthe Mill of lavery,If this courſe fail, 
the next isby poyſon, murder, and force of Arms, to draw us to Sodom 
and Egypt. 

The Reformation of England and Ireland tall under one time, and 
becauſe that of Sco//and alto diff;reth not many yeares in age, they 
may all be brought in one account.

| in diſappointing them to þe great, may be found in all likewiſe. *So 
M.. that for theſe mercies reccived, we ought to aſcribe to our Dcliverer 
[\Y _ that which is due unto him, the praiſe of his own work, and con- 
tinuall thankes for his mercies, which even to this day, is from thoſe 
Pc<liverances of the daycs of old, extended ; we ſhonld havebin then 
betrayed, but we had now bin ſiayes, both we, our ſelyes agd ours; 
one Plot, had it ſucceeded, had bin the betraying of Zng/ard at once 
to them, who love themſelves too well to have loſt it cafily, and are 
fo wife, that they endure no Traitors, but for themſelves, nor can in- 
dure any that loves his Country bat a Spaniard.

in Scet/and, but once before known. She had made many promiſes 
unto the Scots of the freedome of exerciling the Pcoteſtant Religion, 
but being now ſctled in the Regency, ſhe diſcovered her miad whol- 
ly bent toalter Religion, She told her friends in plain tearmes, that 
though the Miniſters whom (he named ſhould preach more honeſtly, 
or (as (he called it) more ſinczrely then they had done, yet they 
YThould all be baniſhed. She expreſſ:d at the death of a young-man, 
whom ſhe ſcemed to bewaile, being ſlain, for that his father had not 
rather excuſed him, being a ſteut defender of the reformed Religion, 
that (he was cruelly minded toward the Profeſſ>urs thereof. Eaſter 
alſo was commanded to be celebrated after the Romiih cuſtome. For 
theſe and divers other overtares of her, Meſſengers were ſent unto her, 
to deſire her to be good tothe Proteſtants, and to remember the many 
promiſes ſhe had made unto them to that end. But allin vaine. She 
told the Earle of G/encarne, and Sir John (ambell, who were ſent un« 
to her ; that performance of promiſes was to be expeRed from Prin- 
ces, no farther then ſtood with their profit, Upon this they told one 
another that they then renounced all obedience and duty toward her.

Hercuponadvice was given by Labroſſe a French Commander in 
Scotlani, to put to death all the Nobility of Scotland, for that the 
people being bereaved of theirheads, would after be cafily brought to 
undergo any yoake ; but that: things might appeare with a more plea- 
ſing colour, there was a. {hew, -as if the Queen had laboured, and 
would endeavour te convinge her adverſaries in Religion by no ether 
Way but by arguments, Into. Scotland were ſent 3, Sorboa DoRours 
with the Biſhop of e/mexs. But,with what ſafety might any man 
diſpute with them, when he that did fo was in-the midlt of his ar=- 
med enemies, and there was greateſt feare of violence from the dife 
puters themſclves, For the Bithop of Amens counſelled the Queen 

| Regent, that if any there'were which ſhould be found to diſpute a- 
aioſt theſe Romiſh Decrees, he ſhould be. put to death, yea even 
thoſe who but ſermed to be. of another mand only, We are Gap 
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formed that the Qu.Regefit put in praQice the fore-going counſels; 


perhaps the time was not altogether ſcaſonable, nor doe we take cyery 
fingle a&1on, which might conduce to the ſubverting of Religion, ts 
bea conſpiracy : but we may well eſteem by the Queens words, 
the Counſellours and Commanders intents and purpoſes, the placing 
ef ſuch a Regent, all this to be a centinued conſpiracy, to-ſtrangle in 
the birth the Church of Scozlana, having yet ſcarcely taken breath in 
the world. Not long after the Qu, Regent dyecth, and although it 
will perhaps be faid, there was no diſcovery of any conſpiracy which 
was in aQing (as to put to death all the Nobility, or all that woul 
dare diſpute againſt the Biſhop or DoRors, could be no cafie taske t 
goc about ; thelatter, becauſe the death of their laſt Martyr Walter 
Mille did ſeem ſo grievous unto them, and if any more ſhould ſi: fer, 
how would ſuch a thing be taken by French-men, people of another 
Natior? ) It may be objeced from the above named arguments, that 
there wanted no endeavour, After the death of the Mother, the 
Daughter returning into Scor/and,was married unto HenryLord Darn* 
ley, who being of the ſame Religion with the Queen, ard they both 
a brothers and fſters chilcren, did firongly maintain Popery 2gainſt 
the Proteſtant Religion. We cannot imagine here that any thing 
ſhould be contrived againſt the lives of thoſe Princes by a Popiſh party 
to overthrow Religion, For to ſubvert Religion no way could be 
found better, then by maintaining 1n life and honour ſach Princes as 
theſe two were, who profeſied and maintained Popery ;- as contra- 
rily to ſubvert Religion, Laws, Liberties and the like, the beſt means 
are thorough the ſides of ſuch Kings and Queens asare projeRors and 
maintainers of them, So the holy Scripture declareth-by word and 
example, 1 Wil ſmte the Shepheard and the ſveepe ſhall be ſcattered, 
For this Queen was ſo far from furthering the eſtabliſhment of Re- 
ligion, nay from connivence at thoſe who ſhould goe about any ſuch 
matter, that ſhe profeſſed that ſhe would follow the example of her 
couſin Qu, Mary of England, which was no other thing then main= 
taining in her dominions the Pope and Popery, and puniſhing the 
contrary minded as Hereticks. It will not be thought (I fuppoſe) 
that cither the Papiſts at home in Scotland, or thoſe in France, or els 
where, would go about-fo take away the lives of ſuch Princes, whoſe 
lives ſecured their Rel/igiov.. For what was attempted againlt the life 
( and moſt unhappily ſuccceded,) of -"y King, was not any wy »

Nevertheleffe, whether by the advice of the Biſhop of Roſſe, who ſay 
as Ambafladour at Zor4oa for the Queen of Feors, and one Rodotfa Flo- 
rentine, going 1n the appearance ofa Merchant factor, or purpoling of 
himfelfe, whatſoever he might pretend, he privately ſought to marry

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#4(he being next hcir to the Crownof England) contrary 
to his-promiſe made unto his Soveraigh Q. £/izaberh, The Q; of Soors 
and the Duke participate of one anothers mind,by Letters written-in- 
hidden characters, Neither was this a matter only ſuppoſed ;.but the 
Dukes Secretary, one Figford, who was commanded by the Duke toi 
burne ſuch Letters as came from the Qu,of Scors,but did it not, and hi$ 
them ynder a wat in his chamber,and being under examination, he cau< 
{:d them to be produced, This was when the twoEarles of Norehums 
berland and Weſtmerland had fecretly complotted to raife Armes, and: 
not long after the Dukes apprehenſion, they fell into open Rebellion. 
One of the Letters which was ſhey2n at the Dukes arraignment wgs:

alſo forthe ſame purpoſe. He wrotealfo tothe Dake of N orfolk-promi= 


ſing to ſend himaid. The Popes letter to the Spaniard was, that he 
ſnould fend an Army out of the Low-countrics to invade England,” And: 
this very thing the Spaniard endeavoured. 

There was now a diff:rence betwixt Q- Elzabeth and the Spaxiara, 
about mony ſent by him to the Duke of AZva, but was intercepted by. 
the Queen,and that was one pretence that the Spaniard had for his dea=-- 
ling againſt our Queen and Kingdome. But the Duke of Norfolk was- 
put to death, Nor is this the Relation of an Ezplifb Proteſtant, but of 
a Papiſt (a good part whercot had not bin knowne but for him) -one 
Hieronimus (alenua.

poor penſion under the Spariara, he lived poorly all his days, 


Dacres hs endeavonr to deliver the Scots Q ugen. 


N the Yeare 1569. Leonard Dacres, ſecond fon of William Lord Da- 
A cres of Gilleſlan4,being grieved to ſce a very great patrimony go from 
him to the daughters of the Baron, whom the Duke of Norfolke their 
Father in law had joyned in marriage with his ſons, grew reveagetull, 
and joyning with the Rebels,cndeavored to deliver the Q1een of Scors; 
yet alittle before being at the Court, promiſed to affilt the Queen his 
Soveraign againſt thceRebels,but treacherouſly he undertook to kill the 
L. S$croup and Biſhop of Carlei/, to whoſe cuſtody the Scotriſh Qareen 
was committed,but he failing in the performance, took Graſtock Ca- 
ſtle,holding it as his own,and gathered Souldiers. The L. Hznſ/don met 
him with the trained Souldiers of Barwick,and after a ſharpe conflic& 
overcommeth him,and D acres fled into Scot/and, from thence into the 
Netherlands,where at Lovaine he lived and dyed poorly.

N this Yeare Eamand and Peter Batler, brethren tothe Earle of Or- 
mand, joyning with fames Fitz-CAorriy, of the houſe of Deſmond, 
entred into a confpiracy againlt Qu.

T homas Stanley and tt ger ſons of the Earle of Darby,T bo- 
mas ferard Rolſton, Hull, with otWers in D arby-/iere,confpired ; but the 
ſon of Rolſfon which was penſioner to theQueen,diſeloſed the conſpiray 
cy. Allbut Hal wereimpiſened. Hall eſcaped into the Ifle of 24az, 
thence by the commendation of theBiſh.ofRoſſe,he was ſent intoDmn- 
bretan ; whencc(the Caſtle being won)he was brought to London and 
ſaftzred death.

Theſe brethren had bin in a former rebellion, but now declared unto Firz- 
Morrt their forrow for it,yet now fighting with Firz-ſorr1 to recover 
the horſes,both the brethren,and ſome others were ſlain, Sir William Drury 
was then Lord Deputy, who ſent for the Earle of Deſmmmd, who made a 
promiſe by his wife to the Deputy,that ke and his men would fight againſt 
the Rebels. He difſembled long;but after that Lalbey had defeated John his 
brothers forces, and had-ſent for Deſmond to come unto him about Rekela 
Town of Deſmona,he plainly diſcovered his rebellion. 

That night the Rebels ſet upon 2Yalbeys Tents, but were diſappointed. 
Afterward Deſmond was ſent for (to come in perſon) by the Lord Deputy 
Pelham, who ſucceeded the deceaſed Sir William Drary; but excuſeth hime 
ſelfe by a letter ſent by his wife. The Earle of Ormond was ſent unto him, 
that he ſhould-dcliver Sanders the Pricſt, the Caſtles of Carigofoile and Aſ= 
kerroa,and to ſubmit himfelt abſolately, The pfoſecuting of him was cotty» 
mitted to the Earle of Orm20:d, who ruined (o»ilo,the Rebels only refuge; 
he hanged the Bayliffe of Tonghatl at his doore, for refuſing to take an Eng- 
l;f garriſon into the Town,belieged the Spaniards in Strangicall, but they 
withdrew themſelves, and after were all killed ;and ſo hard he preſſed Def- 
20nd and his brethren, that madly they intreated the chicfe Jultice to take 
their parts. Afterward the]uſtice ſent for the Nobility of 17u»fter to come 
to him,and wonld not diſmifſe them, till they had given pledges that they 
would affiſt againſt the Rebels.

advertiſement, but retire your ſelfe into your Country, Where you may expe 
the event in ſafety : for though there be no appearance of any ſtorme, yet I ſay, 
they ſhall Peccive aterrible blow this Parliament, and yet they ſhall not ſee who 
hurt them, This counſell is net to be contemned, becauſe it may d1e you good, 
and can doe you no harme : for the danger is paſt ſo ſoone as you ſhall have burned 
this Letter.

which wicked intent of blowing up the Houſe, he inſtantly contc{ſed ;

z&,Eſquires. Thomas Percy, Thomas Winter, Jon lWrizht, ( brift: Wright, 
Guido Fawkes, Gentlemen, and Bates, { atesbyes man, Sir Everard Dig- 
by, Ambroſe Rookewood, Francis Treſham, Elcquires, John Grant, Geat: 
and Robert Keys, were made acquainted with the plot, but wrought not 
in the mine, After Fawkes apprehenlion, the Traytors poaft away, and 
pretending Religion they would fight for, gathered in open Rebellion all 
they could, which number never exceeded 80.

Saturday evening being the 3.of Ang. I5 72.certain Proteſtant Gen,off:red 
'themſclves to watch that night with the good Admirall, but 7: eligny his 
ſon in-law would not ſyffer them,but diſmifſ:d them with many thanks, lit= 
tle ſuſpeing (full). any approaching or precipitating danger on his father, 

Night being come- on, the Duke of G=i/es Lirnt. inthis$aRion, which now 
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at this-preſent was tobe declared to the Duke of 4»jon, ſent for all the Cap- 
rains Switzers and companics of Strangers (which fill increaſed) 
into the Town ; ſhewing them his Commiſſions to kill the Admir, and all 
his partakers, exhorting them to be couragious in ſhedding of blood and 

making ſpoyle of them, and appointed their Troops to be placed where he 
thought meeteſt. About midnight it was inform :d to all the PopiſhAſſ:m- 

blies in the Town, that the like to this maſficre ſhould be done toallof the 
Religion throughout the whelc Realme, and that the watch-word of the 
genzrall m-ficre ſhould be the great bell of the Pallace, which ſhonld be: 
rung at the break of day, and the badge cf the Executioners ſhould be a 

white Handkerchief tyed upon their ſleeves; and a white crofſ: in thetr 
hats, The Duke of G*i/e withhis bloudy minded affociates had charge to- 
begin at the Admirals lodgings, The mighty noyſc of armour and ranning, 
up 2nd down with very many lighted torches, ſoon after mid-night,made 

many of thofe of the Religion that were lodged neare the Admirall, to 
come ont of their lodgings and to goc into the ſtreet to enquire of their ace 

quaintances, what thisnoiſe ment at fach an undue houre, but being anxi-" 
ouſly anſwered, they went on ſtill toward the Loxwre, where the Duke of” 
Guiſe and his bloudy Comrades were attending the deed, where thoſe in- 
nocent Lambs of the Religioa were faſt ſet upon, and afſiulted by the: 
Dukes guard. Then preſently they rang S. Germaines- bell in the Pallace,. - 
whernapon one Coſſeins a Frexch-tury,perceiving the Duke of Gi/e com- 

ming with his Troops, knocksat the Admirals gate, between 2 and 3 of 
the clock in the morning, being Sunday the 24. of Angſt, r 572. La-bonut 

oncet the Admirals attendants opens the gate, and was inſtantly ſtab'd by 
Coſſeins; the 2®doore going up the ſtairs, being foon burſt open, they 
came tothe Admirals chamber,where his own guard of Switzers were,one: 
of them was ſlain with an harquebuh. And while Coſſeins was jambling. 
at the chamber-doore, one Cornatar ran up into the chamber, and being; 
asked by the Admirall (who had cauſed his men to lift him out of his bed, 

and in his night-gowne, having 2ililted his Miniſters in fervent Prayer,and 
moſt humbly commended his ſoul to his Saviour Chriſt J-fos) what all this. 
hurly burly in2ant, Cornatarn his fervant anſwered, my Lord, it 1s God that: 
cals forus, th: houfs is entred by force, and ther? is no means of xefiſtanee.. 


. The good Admirall, then, replyed, it is notlong tinc: I diſpoſed my (clFta- 


die, five you your ſelves, if it bz poſlivle, for you canaot fave my life,” and: 
therfore I commit my foule into the hands and mercy of God, Preſent- 
ly hereupon his attendants began to ſhift for themſ-lyes and to fy for their 


| lives, and fome of them. got up mto the top of the houſe, and found a-win- 


dow to jthie out of the roofand fo inte gutters,but moſt of them were flain- 
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now.opened, 7 or 8 armed men with their Targetsentred into it, and ons 


-Beſmes, ſervant to the Duke of Gui/e, with angked Sword in his hand oF-. 
ting him the point, wherupon the good Admiral, ſaid unto him, Young 


man, thou oughtelt torefpedt mine age and. wp{ygnity, y=t {balt thou not 
ſhorten amy lite, with,that Ze/mes thruſt his Swerdanto the Admirals bo- 


 dy,. and redoubling the blow upon the Admirals head, every one of the 


reſt alſo gave him a blow, in ſach ſort, that he fell apon the ground and fo 
lay gaſping. . The Duke of Gwi/e and others, ſ{taying below in the Court: 
and hearing the blowes, asked if they had done, and commanded the bo- 


-dy.to be throwne out of the window, which was preſently done, by that: 
villune Beſmes and bis companions, Now the blowes that he had on: 


his head, and the blood covering his face had fo disfigured him, that the 
Duke of G#ui/e hardly knew him, wherupon ſtooping downe and wiping. 


his face with his hankerchief, he ſaid, now I know him, it is he indeed, 


and therwith gave hima kick with his foot on his fac? being dead, whom 


all the murtherers of France extremcly feared being alive. Which done,he.. 


left the Admirals houſe, accompanied with his molt bloudy traine, and 


began to cry about the Streets ; courage, fellow Souldiers, we have made 


a good beginning, let us now to the reſt, for the King commanceth jt, 
repeating thoſe wordsoft, with great Maj.ſty, for the King commandeth 
It, .1t is bis pleaſure, it is his exprcfl-cominandement, jult as our Roinith

Now preſently thereupon the Paliace Clock {trooke, and 
thena noyſe was heard all about the ftreets of Pars, faying that the Hugo» 
ets (tor fo the Romith Catholiques terme the truz Proteltants 1n Fraxce ) 
were in armes (they being all, alas, in their beds, farre from any fach 
thoughts) and ment to kill the King (juit as our powder» Traitors inten= 
ded, had their plot raken <#:&, to have flandered the Puritans in England, 
to have bin the Authoars of that helliſh- Treaſon) to whom ths Admiralls 
head was carri=zd and preſented, and tothe Queen-mother of France, and 
thenimbalmed and ſentto Rome to the Pope and Cardinall of Lorraine, 
The Common-peopl-(like Priett,like people)ran to the Admirals lodging, 
where they cut-offhis hands and his privy members, and drew his body

 andGentlemen that lay roand about the Admiralls lodgings, and then 


throughout the Towne, in ſuch ſort that the number Main that Sunday at 
night and the 2. next dayesenſuing, within the Towne or City of Paris 
and the Suburbs thereof, was eſteemed to be above 10000 perſons, Lords, 
Gentlemen, Pages, Servants, Juſtiges cf all forts, 'Schollars, Lawyers, 
Phyfitians, Merchants , Artificers, Women, Maids, and Boyes, not 
ſparing little children in their Cradles, no nor in their Mothers bcllics, 
The Courtiers of the Kings guard and ſtrangers that maffacred theſe Gen- 


_ tlemen, faid, that in one day, by weapons and diſorder they had ended 
| thoſe proceſlcs, which pen, paper, ſentences of Juſtice nor open watre 


could not find the means to do or execute in 12 years ſpace. And thus theſe 

moſt honourable Proteſtant Lords and Gentlemen, falſly accuſed and Nlan- 
dered of conſpiracies and praftiſes againſt the King, being ſtarke naked, 

thinking only upon their reſt, ſcarce awakened out of their lcepe, utterly 
unarmed, in the hands of infinite, cruell, crafty. and moſt treacherous ene- 
mics, not having ſo much leaſure as to breath, were barbaronſly Nain,ſome 
in their beds, others on the roefes of houſes, and in whatſoever other pla» 
ces, where they might be found.

Now let the tender hearted Chriſtian Reader,but conſider and ponder in 
his heart, how ſtrange and horrible a thing it might be ina great Town or 
City, to ſee at the leaſt 60000 men with Piſtols, Pikes, Courtlaſſes, Pon 
yards, Knives and other ſuch bloody inſtraments, run ſwearing and blaſ- 
pheming the ſacred Maj:Ry of God throughout the ſtreets, and into mens 

ouſcs, where moſt cruelly they maſſacred all whomſoever of the Religi> 
on'they met, without regard of eſtate, condition, ſex or age, the ſtreets 
paved with bodies cut and hewed in pecces, the gates and entries of hou- 
ſes, Palaces and publike places died with blond, A horrible plague of hou» 
tings and howlings of the murtherers mixed with continnall blows of Pi- 
ſtols and Calivers, together with the pittifull crycs of thoſe that were 
murthered, the bodies caſt ont at wmdowes upon the ſtories, drawne 
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o” NF the dirt with range noyſe and whiſtlings, the breaking open ef 


doors and windows with bils, ſtones and other furious inſtruments, the 


ſpoyling and plundering ofhouſes, Carts carrying away 'the ſpoyles and | 
dead bodies, which were throwne into the river 'of Soar, all red with. 


blood, which ran in great ſlreams through the Town, and from the Kings. 
Pallace into the ſaid river. 

As for the King of Navary himfclf, and the Prince of Conde, they were 
called into the Kings preſ:nce, who mult himſelfe ſpeak with them,. who 
with his own mouth certified them, what had thus palt all this. while, ad- 
ding that he had Taved their lives only upon condition that they ſhould re- 
nounce theirReligian,and follow his;otherwiſe that they mult. laok for the 
hke puniſhment that their Adherents had and ſhould receive, The King 
of Navarrbeſought the King to remember his promiſe of alliance newly 
contracted, and not to conltraine him. in his Religion. The Prince of 
Condealfo morefervently anſwered, that the King had given his faith nn» 
to himand to all thoſe ef the Religion, with fo ſolemn a Proteſtation and. 
Vow, thathe could not be perſwaded that his Majeſty would falfifie ſuch. 


an authentick oath, and that thereupon he had: thus farre yeclded to his. 


Majzſties demands, and faithfully performed what he had requiced of him 
on this afſurance. But as touching the Religion, whereof the King had- 
granted bim the free excrciſe, ard God the true knowledge, to whom he 
was to make an account therin, for this his Religion, he ſaid, he' was fal- 


ly. reſolved to remaine meſt conſtant therin, and which he. would alwayes. 


maintain to be true, although it were with the lofſe of his life, This an- 
fwer of the Prince, ſet the King into ſacha choller that he began to call.

better counſell : and indeed theſe threatoings, and other crafty carriages 
in this way , ſo wroaght on both theſe Princes, at laſt, that they.

tions, 


Now the King perceiving that this. maſſacre of- Par». would not - 
uench the fire, but rather kindle it the more, fearing leait thoſe of- 
the Religion in his. other Provinces and Townss might aflemble and- 
unite themſelves. together, and fo give- them new worke ; he with- 
the ſpeedy adviſe of his Counſellours, ſent two Meſſ:ngers with two - 
{zyerall Mefliges, the one to the Governoms and ſzditious Catholikes. 


of his remoter Townes, wherein were many of the Religion, with. 
expreſſe command to maſſacre them. ; the other containing certaine. 
|  Tettors. 
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Letters to the GovernourF'of Provinces, by which he pretended this 


Maſſacre to be perpetrated by the Duke of Gziſe, and the Admirall 


| to be murthcred on a particular and private quarrell twixt them two, 


and that the Kings heneſt meaning and intention was utterly againſt 
theſe things, and ſeriouſly to maintaine his former Edi& of a generall 
Pacification 3 ang therfore that his care and vigilancy had ceaſed it 
the ſame-day it began ; and yet (as my Authour recordeth in his 
Hiſtory ) on the Tewſday following, being the 26. of the ſame £#- 
guft, the King accompanied with his Brethren and the chicfeſt of 
his Court, went to his Court of Parliament, and there publickly de- 
clared in expreſle tearms, that whatſoever had hapned in Pars, was 
done, not only by his conſent, but alſo by his commandement, - and 
of his own motion. ' And as for his other former mentioned Meſſage 
and Letter to other Townes and Provinces, for the maſſicring of thoſe

in cloſe priſon, together with another yertuous Gentleman Cavagnes 
Maſter of the Requeſts, both which Gentlemen bare great affeRion, 
both unto the Religion, and alſo unto rhe renowned Admirall, and 
were themſelves of great eſteeme and reputation in France ; but the

App3rent and true Succeilour to the Crowne of France, after the fore-mentioned murther

-oppoled from the faire and peaceable poſſc ſion of the diadem of France, by thoſe moſt
